WASHINGTON 
(AP> - The 
House and Senate settled their 
differences over more foreign aid 
money Wednesday night 
But a 
Senate dispute over sugar import 
legislation threatened hopes for 
prompt adjournment of the post­ 
convent ion session 
The Senate, which had heeded 
President Eisenhower's pleas in 
part and voted another 191 million 
dollars in aid money, yielded to 
the House and agreed to compro-j 
mise on only 65 million. Senate 
action was by voice vote 
Earlier in the day, the House- 
some of whose members were in 
a mood to deny all increases— 
grudgingly gave in a hit to the 
Senate and to Eisenhower and ap­ 
proved the 65-million figure.

Three years of negotiations on 
working rules ended in failure at 
12 OI a rn e d.t. when Michael J. 
[Quill, fiery - tempered president 
of the Transport Workers Union, 
ordered the non-operating workers 
to walk out. 
The strike, which did not involve 
wages, sidetracked nearly 
1,600 
trains that carry 136.000 paxsen- 
gers a day and mov e I IR OOO OOO 
ton-miles of freight daily over IO.- 
OOO miles of track in 13 state.*, 
serving as an economic lifeline to 
the auto, steel and coal industries.

The other 2.000 
employes, in executive and super­ 
visory categories, were kepi oil 
the payroll to perform essential 
services.

Belatedly, the United States has rewarded 
the man mainly responsible for the early stages 
of rocket development in thus country. Dr. Rob­ 
ert H. Goddard pioneered in rocket-powered 
space vehicles 50 years ago. in an age when the 
automobile was still a joke to a population which 
was sure old dobbin would never be replaced. 
lo talk of going to the moon in a rocket 
was to be ridiculed, but Dr. Goddard predicted 
such a flight and went on with the development 
of crude, and not always successful, rockets 
powered by liquid fuel. 
By 1916. the Massa­ 
chusetts physicist was concentrating on multiple 
stage rockets and a rocket-propelled artillery 
shell—the forerunner of the bazooka. 
Gradually some of the scientific fraternity 
began to see the value in Dr. Goddard s experi­ 
ments and the Smithsonian Institution began to 
finance some of his research. By 1926, he had 
succeeded in firing liquid-fueled rockets over 
short distances and had written a scientific 
paper entitled, A Method of Reaching Extreme 
Altitudes.” 


Throughout this period, Dr. Goddard tried 
vainly to interest the government in rocketry. 
During World War II, the Germans applied many 
principles stated in his paper to their own rocket 
development, with noted success. 
It was not 
until the Russian threat of superiority in space 
adventures that the United States gave serious 
attention to rocket research, and even then most 
of the foundation had been provided years earlier 
by Dr. Goddard. 
Dr. Goddard did not live to see the future 
he knew was coming, nor did he receive much 
encouragement or recognition from his country­ 
men. It is with a guilty conscience that Congress 
has voted a $1 million contribution to the Gug­ 
genheim foundation—which aided Dr. Goddard 
in some of his activities — in memory of the 
‘ father of rocketry.”

the purposes change.

phrase, 
‘T im es change.” Tim es, of course, do not change; the 
calendar goes its m erry w ay in utter disregard of the 
virtues or foibles of hum an beings. It is people who are 
different. 
They are different by personal habits, by 
education, by occupation, by geography. 


The American, for instance, who left this town 
of Sandisfield in Massachusetts before the Civil War, 
was a descendant of Englishmen who settled in 
Hartford. Connecticut. 
They came into the wilder­ 
ness of these mountains to fight Indians and to win 
personal independence bv unbelievable hard work. 
The stone walls of my farm are living evidence of 
the backbreaking work those men did to earn a 
living; the old cem etery on my farm tells of the 
wives who died early fighting the battle of life 
alongside their husbands. 


Some of their descendants, who had learned how to 
m ake a rem arkable C heddar cheese, which went by 
the nam e of store cheese, moved aw ay to Oneida 
County in New York State. And some of their descen­ 
dan ts moved to Ohio and w estw ard_^~ 
These people were not seeking assurances: they 
took great risks to find life 
When one lives among 
som e of them hereabout who are in their 80s and 90s, 
he discovers a wild breath of independence. 
Here is 
no average, no generality, no conform ity. 
It is still 
each m an for him self. 
But not so with the younger 
generations who have 
worked 
in factories 
and 
in 
organized jobs in the woods and on m odern road build­ 
ing and who know their place in the presence of a 
forem an or a shop stew ard. Some of the girls work in 
the towns hereabouts, in chain stores, and they pretty 
them selves up the sam e as city girls do. and they 
know from television what cosm etics to use and w hat 
deodorants 
And instead of going to church on Sunday 
to listen to long serm ons, they sleep off Saturday night s 
carousal. 
These are the sam e hills, the sam e sky. the sam e 
trees; the sam e dirt roads 
But the people have been 
m ade different by the central town school instead of 
the Red Schoolhouse, 
by reading paper-back books 
instead of Horatio A lger, by knowing that they will get 
protection from the state if they are out of work. Maybe 
life is easier, particularly for the women, but something 
of the flam e has gone out of them . 
Their ancestors 
w ere a rebellious people who, even in the Presidency 
of George W ashington, insisted on having their own 
w ay and fought it out in Shay s Rebellion. 
But these 
days, hereabouts, the g reat question at issue is w hether 
a grinder is better if m ade fresh or if got frozen in a 
chain store. 


Eliminating the cliche about changing tim es, we 
must wonder what has produced so different a race 
of people upon this continent than were here in the 
1860s. 
Neither the Conservative nor the Liberal 
wants to go hack to the customs and habits of the 
1860s or the 1890s, but the Conservative is astonished, 
if not dismayed, by the habits of thought, the con­ 
cepts of morals, the acceptance of improprieties, the 
lack of respect for men or institutions in the I9«0s. 


The C onservative asks w hether it is necessary to 
be physically dirty to be progressive in thought 
The 
Conservative wonders w hether it is necessary to use 
broken English to be stylistic; w hether women have 
to w ear short-shorts in public lo prove equality with 
unshaved men 
It is not only a question of philosophy, 
but of m anners, of w ays of life. of propriety. 
Is it 
necessary' that divorce be so general and broken homes 
so usual to prove that we are a liberal people? 


These are the questions that the C onservative asks 
F or instance, he cannot understand why those public 
officials who were IOO per cent wrong in their evaluation 
of the i astro Revolution in Cuba should be continued 
in the State D epartm ent just as he cannot understand 
how the debasem ent of our currency im proves our 
econom ic position or how out pricing ourselves in world 
m arkets im proves our econom y.

North Will React To South s Anti-Catholicism 


WASHINGTON 
The rising anti-Catholic ag ita­ 
tion rn the South, which is al­ 
ready beginning to recall 1928. is 
obviously aim ed to take the South's 
votes aw ay from Sen. John F. 
Kennedy. In reality, however, it 
is an equally painful problem for 
Vice P resident R ichard M. Nixon. 
It goes without saying that if 
Nixon benefits in the South by 
this increasingly sharp outburst 
of anti-Catholicism , he will he an 
entirely 
involuntary 
beneficiary’. 
He has had nothing w hatever to 
do with it. He has even directed 
all of his cam paign w orkers nev­ 
e r to mention the so-called re­ 
ligious issue in private talk. 
In the 
sam e 
fashion, form er 
P resident H erbert Hoover w as al­ 
so an involuntary beneficiary of 
the vicious attack on Alfred E. 
Sm ith s religious faith. Yet anyone 
who studies the returns from the 
J928 election can quite easily see 
th at H oover's innocence w as al­ 
most irrelevant. Besides produc­ 
ing im portant but tem porary Re­ 
publican gam s in the South, the 
anti-Cathoiic outburst in 1928 caus­ 
ed heavy and m ore enduring Re­ 
publican losses rn the North. 
P rio r to 1928, m any of the na­ 
tion s big cities, like Chicago, had 
been traditionally controlled by 
R epublican city m achines. After 
1928 the Republican P a rty had all 
but sunk from sight in every big 
city in the country except Phila­ 
delphia and Cincinnati, w here Re­ 
publicans lingered on for a while. 
The reason for this grave set­ 
back w as the N orthern Catholic 
reaction to the anti-Catholicism in 
the South. The bleak fact of the 
agitation itself, without regard to 
H oover's innocence or responsibil­ 
ity, was w hat affected the N orth­ 
ern Catholics that year. 
In 1928. it is also well to re­ 
m em ber, Roman Catholics consti­ 
tuted only IO per cent of the vot­ 
ing population. Today they con­ 
stitute 25 per cent, with the heav­ 
iest concentrations in the great in­ 
dustrial states which any winning 
Presidential candidate m ust c a r­
